tion to forbear writing to me, yet I took upon me to 
beg of that Government, to permit them to continue 
their Correſpondence, that I might, if not by due 
Courſe of Law, yet through their Means at leaſt, no | 
what was my ſuppoſed Crime, and not remain whol-  -/ 
ly without Defence; but to this very Day, I have not, 
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it ſeems, deſery'd ſo much as an Anſwer to ſo juſt 
and reaſonable Inſtances. 


So long and ſevere a Silence to a Miniſter of my 
Character, and in a Matter of this Concern, joined 
with ſo many other weighty Arguments, above- 
mentioned, fully ſatisfied me that the preſent Go- 
vernment in Spain, diſguſted perhaps at the Com- 
miſſions of great Confidence, which had been en- 
truſted to me by the King my Maſter, and were ex- 

.*ecuted by me with that Exactneſs which became a 
faithful Vaſſal,- And an honourable Miniſter, and im- 
puting my inviolable Loyalty d me as a Crime, had 
2 long time abſolutely refolved my Ruine; and not 
finding any Reaſon, wherewith to juſtiſie their Pro- 

ceeding they thought it neceſſary to condemn me un-

God is my Witneſs, that the Loſs of my Eſtate, 
which was not deſpicable, though heavy in it felf to 
a Man of my Years, accuſtom'd ro live in a decent 

Splendor, and made much more ſo, with Regard to 
my Innocent Sons, Brothers and Nephews, who with, 
out any Fault of theirs or mine, are drawn in to be 
. Sharers in my Diſgrace, is not my greateſt Affliction, 
having ſufficient Knowledge of the Inconſtancy of Hu- 
mane Affairs: But to ſee my ſelf treated in fo ignomi- 
ous a Manner, in the Face of the whole World, with 
the horrid Imputation of a Rebel, is a Thing altoge- 
ther intolerable to any innocent Perſon, who values

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Having therefore hitherto without any Succeſ-
